OTTAWA, Dee. 14—In a judgment of the railway board issued 
today the new and important principle is laid down that the railways 
responsible for carrying coal to the consumers of the west must move 
this important commodity not only over their own originating lines 
The judgment declares

In cases where the line that ought to supply the cars, under these 
conditions, is unable to supply them, then the other line shall supply 
them, but shall be paid by the line in default a per diem charge of 
$1.25 instead of the usual per diem charge of 45 cents.

diem charges, 


It is believed that the effect of the judgment which upsets previ- 
ous judgments given by the board in the past, will tend to relieve the 


existing coal situation in the west. 


The judgment, which was written by 
Sir Charles Drayton, chairman of the 
board, and coneurred in by Com- 
missioners Scott and McLean, is in 
part as follows: 

“The coal situation in the west has 
agnin become acute. Not only have 
the coal mine operators had more than 
the usual difficulties owing to the 
searcity of labor, but strikes have oc- 
curred and the mines at certain 
periods are entirely shut down. In 
addition to this, the coal traffic, with 
all others, is suffering from the car 
shortage which exists not only in 
Canada, but as well in the United 
States, where many Canadian cars now 
ore, 

“In the face of all these untoward 
circumstances, the west actually re- 
quires from its loeal coal fields more 
coal than ever before. 

“The car shortage has perhaps been 


more marked in the United States 
than in ida; but, in any event, 
owing to shortage or labor dif- 
ficulties at the mines, the United 
States coal operators are beind = in 
their deliveries, and according to 


some of the dealers, short a matter of

This was the declaration of An- 
drew Bonar Law, repeating the 
words of Mr. Asquith three 
months ago, as he made his debut 
today as the leader of the new go 


vernment in the House of Com 
mons. It was only a brief and 
passing allusion to the German 
peace proposal, but the ringing 


announcement that it was still the 
policy and determination of the 
government struck the keynote of 
the new government's attitude, 
und roused a prolonged demon- 
stration of approval. 


The sessions of both the Lords and 
Commons were attended with interest 
as being the first bow of the new ROV- 
ernment, though the absence of Pree 
imier Lioyd George, through illness, 
left a vacancy. Great crowds besieg- 
ed Westrainster for admission, and 
both chambers showed the galleries 
filled with eager spectators, and the 
floors animated with newly_formed 
political groups,

Major Marriott says the difference 
made by the war ir England becomes 
more apparent every day. It is im- 
possible to obtain fresh eggs, which 
are sent to the hospitals, and = only 
Danish eggs, a very uncertain quan- 
tity, are available.

At night 
the towns and cities are in almost 
pitch darkness, owing to fear of Zep- 
pelins, and bells may not toll or clocks 
strike after sunset, Women are largely 
taking the place of men in civillan 
employment, They even act as por- 
ters on the railways, and handle the 
heavy trucks almost as satisfactorily 
as the men; while “conductorettes"” on 
the busses are now very familiar. 
Quite a large number of taxis are 
driven by women, 

Major Marriott called attention to

Sir Thomas White appeals to 
Canadians to do their stock-buy- 
ing at home, by putting their 
money into Canadian war bonds, 
It should not be necessary to make 
such an appeal, but as it is neces- 
sary it is to be hoped the appeal 
will not bein vain. Canadians 
will have quite all they can man- 
age if they finance Canada’s legiti- 
mate share of the war cost. 

Now that work on the Welland 
canal has been stopped and work 
on othe Hudson § Bay — railway 
slackened down until the close of 
the war, it is important to know 
whether work has been started on 
that five or ten or fifteen or 
twenty million dollar arsenal at 
Lindsay, Ontario; and whether, if 
started, it has been stopped until 
the war has been won? 

Chairman Flavelle, of the Im- 
perial Munitions Board, implies 
that Canadian shell contractors 
arte more concerned about making 
profits than making shells. It is 
a cinch that German manufactur- 
ers are not allowed to haggle over 
prices, but are making shells as 
fast as they know how and at what 
prices the Government sees fit to 
give them. Can the Allies earry 
such handicaps as this and win?

The bandits, in 
other words, are Willing to forgive 
the vigilance committee for havy- 
ing shot at them if the committee 
will stop, give back their property 
and leave them free to resume 
operations when they feel like it,

Mushrooms may be grown in sheds 
Mia celars. Horse dung should be 
piled outdoors, and allowed to fer- 
ment, turning it over every two or 
three days, and mixing it with a small 
amount of dry soil to absorb and pre- 
serve the ammonia, With this mix- 
ture of manure and loam the beds are 
built up in successive layers of about 
three inches thick, each layer being 
beaten firm, until the bed is nine 
or ten inehes thick.
